he Khalif of Andalus, An-Nasir, was extremely fond of fine buildings 

and architecture. In this regard, he would spend much time in 

acquiring the latest knowledge and skills from other areas. He 
would spare no effort in seeking the means to immortalise his kingdom 
and prestige. His preoccupation with this led him to build the famous 
Madinatuz Zahra’. His strength and energy were totally exhausted in 
its decoration and perfection. He became so engrossed, that he failed 
to attend three successive Jumu‘ah (Friday) prayers at the Jami’ Masjid. 
Qadhi Mundhir ibn Sa‘itd »#., the khatib, decided to admonish him so that 
he would repent from his ways. He began his sermon by quoting a verse 
from the Qur’an, 


- 4 
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“Do you build high palaces in vanity. And do you acquire for 
yourselves fine buildings in the hope of living therein forever? And 
if you seize by force, do you seize as tyrants? So fear Allah, and obey 
me. And fear Him Who has aided you with all that you know. He has 
aided you with cattle, sons, gardens and springs. Verily, I fear for 
you the punishment of a Great Day. They said: ‘It is the same to us 
whether you preach or not.” (Sirah Ash-Shua‘ra’, verse 128-136) 


He then recited another verse of the Qur’an, 


1 A person who delivers the Jumua‘h sermon. 
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“Say: The enjoyment of the world is little. The Hereafter is better for 
one who fears Allah.” (Sarah An-Nisa’, verse 77) 


He then continued to explain that the life of the Hereafter was one 
of permanence and genuine rewards. Eloquently, but frankly, he rebuked 
those who focussed all their attention on the construction of elaborate 
buildings. He cautioned against becoming engrossed in decorating them 
and squandering vast sums of money on them. He continued in this vein 
and substantiated his advices with verses from the Qur'an, 


Hee, 
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“Is he who has laid the foundation of his building upon piety to 
Allah and His pleasure better, or he who has laid the foundation of 
his building on the brink of a precipice ready to crumble, so that it 
crumbled with him into the Fire of Hell! And Allah does not guide 
those who do wrong.” (Sirah At-Tawbah, verse 109) 


The Qadhi warned about the suddenness of death and invited his 
audience towards abstinence from this fleeting world. He encouraged 
them to curtail and limit their attachment to the world and avoid fulfilling 
their lusts and desires. With each of these thoughts, he recited the 
appropriate verse from the Qur'an and mentioned a Hadith of Nabi 3%. His 
words had a tremendous impact upon the audience. Many acknowledged 
their wrongs, shed tears, prayed, submitted and repented to Allah 3. The 
Khalif was most affected. He realised that the words of the sermon were 
directed at him. He cried out of remorse for his past deficiencies and 
sought Allah’s 4 protection from His wrath. This was despite his dislike 
for Mundhir’s direct pe 

After Mundhir .:, had departed, he complained to his son, Al- 
Hakam, “Mundhir eee his sermon to me specifically. He exceeded the 
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bounds in his criticism of me. In advising me, he did not choose his words 
wisely. He violently shook my heart and it was as if he was prepared to 
strike me with his staff.” Burning with rage, he promised that in future, 
he would perform Salah behind Ahmad ibn Mutarraf in Qurtuba instead 
of Mundhir. 

Al-Hakam asked, “If you dislike him, why do you not replace him with 
another Imam to lead the Salah?” 

Upon this, An-Nasir rebuked and reprimanded Al-Hakam, saying, 
“Can any person equal Mundhir ibn Sa’‘id in piety and knowledge? Should 
he be removed for the pleasure of one who is diverted from the truth? 
This should never happen. I would be ashamed to face Allah 4% and have a 
person besides the righteous and truthful Mundhir as a mediator between 
me and Him in Jumu‘ah Salah. However, he has put me through difficulty 
and I have unfortunately taken an oath. I wish I had the ability to atone 
for my oath. We can never replace him and he will continue leading the 
Salah, if Allah 4 wills.” 

Al-Hakam later apologised for his statement against Mundhir, saying, 
“O Amirul-Mu’minin, he is a righteous man. He desired only good through 
his sermon.”!

Many 
calligraphers arrived at the sandy banks of the river, including Ustadh 
Yiisuf. He began writing with a large bamboo stick and when he had 
completed writing from alif' to shin? of the alphabet, he had already 
covered a distance of one furlong (about 200 meters). People then 
requested him to stop. 

He then addressed his audience, “Colour in the letters and then take 
a photograph of it from an aeroplane. I am quite certain that the image 
will be identical to the original I have drawn here.” Nobody gathered the 
courage to challenge his work further on that day. 

Once a person asked Ustadh Yisuf from whom he had learnt the art 
of calligraphy. He replied, “I had no teacher. My father was a renowned 
calligrapher, but I did not learn the art from him.”

He 
continued with this practice for a period of ten years. His enthusiasm 
and ardent desire for perfection made him an outstanding calligrapher 
of his time.

Once Imam ShafiT »#:. travelled to Madinah to visit and learn from Imam 
Malik »:.. After completing his Salah, he noticed a group of students 
seated around a man with a turban who was seated on an elevated 
platform and narrating Ahadith. He assumed that this was Imam Malik 
az and sat down amongst the students. Imam Malik s#, was at the time 
narrating the Ahadith from his famous Muwatta. 

Imam ShafiT 4 explains, “I picked up a blade of grass, moistened 
it with saliva from my mouth and began to write the Ahadith on my 
palm. As the other students were all writing with pen and paper, Imam 
Malik a4. noticed my unusual behaviour. The Imam narrated a hundred 
and twenty-six Ahadith before he stopped for Salah. As the students 
dispersed, Imam Malik 1: called me and asked, “It appears as if you are 
a stranger here.” 

“Yes, I have come from Makkah,” | replied. 

“What were you doing on your palm?” he asked. 

“IT was writing the Ahadith you were dictating,” I replied. 

“Show me what you have written,” he instructed, and I showed him 
my palm, 

“There is nothing written here,” he remarked. 

“I did not have a pen or any paper, hence I decided to record the 
Ahadith as best I could,” I explained. 

Imam Malik 4s. was disappointed and said to me, “This is contrary to 
the dictates of respect which Ahadith demand.” 
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“I only wrote the Ahadith on my palm as an outward gesture. In 
reality, I have memorised each Hadith,” I explained. 

“In that case, please narrate some of the Ahadith I dictated,” he 
requested. I immediately narrated the hundred and twenty-six Ahadith 
with the chain of narrators and text as I had heard them from him.” 

Imam Malik +: was impressed and said, “Young man, please accept 
my invitation and be my guest for tonight.” I readily agreed. He returned 
home and advised his daughters about my coming. They were virtuous 
and knowledgeable young women, who would also attend the lessons of 
their father. Sitting behind a veil, they would even correct the mistakes 
of other reciters by striking together sticks in a particular manner. 

When they heard about the arrival of a scholar that night, they 
prepared a meal, arranged the bedding and musalla (prayer-mat) and 
placed sufficient water for their guest. That night, Imam ShafiT sa, ate 
to his fill. The next morning, he left with Imam Malik 34%, to perform 
Fajr. 

After Ishraq, they returned home and Imam Malik 34: asked Imam 
ShafiT .#., “My daughters have some doubts about you. They thought that 
you were a pious man, according to what I had informed them, but their 
experience has been quite different. Firstly, the food they had prepared 
would have been sufficient for a number of people, but you consumedit all 
single-handedly! There was no need to even wash the utensils. Secondly, 
they placed a musalla for you to perform optional Salah at night, but they 
found that it had not been utilised at all. The water that they had placed 
for you was also not used. It appears as if you did not perform tahajjud 
Salah, nor did you perform wudhii before proceeding to the Masjid to 
perform Fajr. They have found your behaviour quite ambiguous.” 

Imam ShafiT 3+:. explained, “Your food contained so much of nir 
(celestial beauty) that I could feel it filling my bosom with every morsel I 
placed into my mouth. I thought that I would never have the opportunity 
of consuming such blessed food again, and decided to eat as much of it as 
I could. When I lay down to rest, the food that I had consumed, gave me 
the spiritual strength to remain awake. I began pondering over Ahadith. 
The Hadith which was foremost in my mind was when Nabi 3% lovingly 
said to the young boy whose pet bird had died, 
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Fell dL poe LIL 
O Abii ‘Umair, what has happened to Nughair? 


From this Hadith I extracted forty fiqhi masail (laws). I thought about 
how a title should be chosen, how young children should be addressed 
and how the distressed should be consoled. As I had remained in the state 
of wudhii throughout the night, there was no need to perform wudhi for 
Fajr Salah.’
